§Ber sh ides of m(>anin>r. and hid- 
den ! oauties lir.viouslv un- 
discovered . The reading in "The 
Old School" laced a jrreau r 
emphasis on expres.sional read- 
ma. but from my ob.servation I 
think we need to place more em- 
l^asls on thoui^ht Rettinir. but 
\vbil<' \vi' place emphasis |iri- 
marily on interpreting the .selec- 
tion for the reader himself, the 
formalities necessary to pive the 
full fi)rce of the .selection to llie 
hearer must not be overlooked. 
The technique of reading thougli 
always siihoVdinate and second- 
ary to the mastery of the thou^fht 
Mvertheless claims constant and 
earefbl attention. The art of 
ifo<Hl readinjT can only be culti- 
vated by judicious trainintf. and 
the PUBLIC school should spare 
no pains to realize this result. 
We should be veay careful in our 
selection of readin(r matter and 
select such and only such as is 
tha bast in poetry and prose in 
th* literature of the English 
■paakinit race. Such as shall be 
' tha mama of euMvating in our 
inpils a taste for ko(h\ reading, 
and at the same time shall have 
that retininK influence on charac- 
^ ter which good literature always 
has. Without a doubt the read- 
iiiK accepted in the public schools 
is seriously deficient in these 
partiealan. 

The problem then that con- 
fronts the teacher is the adapta- 
tion of the reading matter, or 
the selection, to tiie developnu'tit 



period of the pupil as he stands 
on the threshold of adolescence, 
the time of rapidly forming 
ideals, and the extreme aoaeepti- 
bility to sujr)festion "Aa a man 
reads so will he think: as he 
thinks, so will he live." The cry 
it ffoing out from oar high 
schools. and collejres "Teach thi-m 
how to read." Contrast the 
man of high culture with the 
man of no culture. The intellect 
of the imculturi'd man is con- 
fined 1o Ins live senses. It takes 
in nothing' but the dull imsKca 
I around him. all else Isacomph te

Then reading 
not only infonns. lint also forma 
the mind. The greatest intel- 
lectual training afforded by read- 
ing is the trainint; of the iniaRi- 
nation. Hecause (Kiets and story- 
tellers live in the Imagination. 
We must train our mental eye- 
sight—We must see the scene, 
enter into the thoujjht and feel- 
inK of the story or poem which 
we read. ' 

Without this |)f)wer of mental 
vision we can never read well, 
because we can never understand 
well, so if we would travel into 
the realms of poeti y and fiction 
we must take that exhilarating 
guide, the imigination. 

But our reading matter in 
sch(x>l should ix'nc information 
as well as acquaintance with the 
best literature. 

1 am (piite sure that the sub- 
ject matter should not only cover 
literature, but al.so Agriculture, 
(leography. History. Biography. 
Sciences. Industry and Ethici. 
Now the (piestion arises where 
can I iind the reading matter so 
necessary to be used in my 
school?
